2 Killed, 2 Wounded Here 
as 4 Murderers Raid 
Hip Sing Store. 


POLICE NET CATCHES 
CHINESE LEAVING CITY 


Three Dead in Chicago, One 
in New York and Another 
in Philadelphia. 


Tong war flamed up and spread like 
wildfire from Washington and New 
York to Philadelphia and Chicago last 
night. 

Seven Chinese are dead in the four 
cities, two here and three in Chicago, 
one in Philadelphia and cne in New 
York, according to the Associated Press, 

The On Leong and the Hip Sing 
Tongs are at each other's throats, in- 
formation here and from the other 
cities indicated. 

In addition to the two dead, the list 
of the National Capital’s Chinatown 
casualties include two wounded. One 
was wounded in the New York fire-up. 
Police of all four cities are guarding 
against further outbreaks. 

What has all the earmarks of de- 
veloping into a first-class, country-wide 
war between the tongs started in New 
York. The tongs here are said to have 
‘been notified and. police suspect the 
etory of Washington and New York 
was relayed to Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago. 

Break 18 Months’ 


When spouting automatics shattered 
the quiet early Sunday night here, a 
truce of eighteen months standing was 
broken. Gunmen said to be of the 
On Leong Tong stormed a Hip Sing 
stronghold. The outbreak came shortly 
after 6 o’clock, as unconcerned resi- 
dents of the Chinese settlement were 
about to sit.down to their rice. 

Twelve or more Chinese were in the 
store operated by the Kim Lai Yuen 
Co. at 325 Pennsylvania avenue north- 
west, only three squares from the Capl- 
tol, when suddenly the door was 
shoved open from the outside. Four 
gunmen appeared on the threshold and 
bullets began to fly. 

Lee Gan Yee, 43 years old, 913 East 
Capitol street, fell dead.. Lee Sue, 35 
years old, 1210 Fifteenth street south- 
east, was shot. in the abdomen and 
died at Casualty Hospital at 9:40 
o'clock. 

The wounded are Leo Yew, 53 years 
old, 1216 Thirteenth street northwest. 
shot through the thigh; and Lee Fung, 
52, of 325 Pennsylvania avenue north- 
west, shot in the leg at the knee, Yew 
is at Casualty and Fung at Emergency 
Hospital. 


Guns Truce. 


Chinese Questioned in Vain. 


When the Sunday quiet was shat- 
tered a crowd began to collect in front 
of the Hip Sing store Police: of the 
Sixth Precinct and physicians from 
Casualty Hospital arrived. Yee was pro- 
nounced dead, and the wounded, one 
of them dying, were rushed to the 
hospitals. 

Detectives and police immediately 
began to round up Chinese suspected of 
heaving information of the crime. More 
than a score were arrested and grilled, 
but none could be shaken from his 
poker face profession of complete 
ignorance of the affair. 

Several Chinese were taken as they 
attempted to leave the city. Three 
were arrested by police of the Ninth 
Precinct in a taxicab at Fifteenth and 
H streets northeast. One was appre- 
hended at the Union Station as he 
was about to board a train for Fred- 
ericksburg, Va. Two more were picked 
up at the railway station at Twelfth 
atreet and New York avenye northwest. 

The outbreak here followed the ear- 
lier one in New York, where one Chin- 
ese was killed and one was wound- 
ed in a dingy third-floor flat on 
Eldridge street. Detectives said that 
the murdered man, Wong Chu, a waiter, 
was a member of the Hip Sing Tong 
while his slayer, whose name is known 
to police, is an On Leong Tong man. 

Man Is Identified. 


Shortly after the murders here, it 
was said, some one in New York called 
Washington Hip Sing Tong headquar- 
ters and wanted a complete detailed 
report of the affair. 

Lee Loy, 31 years old, was identified 
by Hip Sing men about midnight as 
one of the group who did the shooting. 
Loy is being held at the Sixth Precinct 
station, where he was taken with sev- 
eral others from 318 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, almost directly across from the 
Hip Sing store. The store at 318 is 
said to be a refuge for On Leong men, 
but Loy denied he was a member of 
that or any other tong, 

Detective Sergt. H. K. Wilson pre- 
viously had found and taken. from 
318 Pennsylvania avenue a 25-30 auto- 
matic of Spanish manufacture: The 
barrel of the weapon still was warm, 
police said, which indicated it re- 
cently had been discharged. Six bul- 
lets were in the clip, !t was said. One 
was in the barre] and two had been} 
fired. Fingerprints were said to be on 
_ the handle of the gun. 

Crowd Gathers at Store. 

The dead and wounded Chinese had 
gone to the Kim Lai Yuen store to 
make their weekly purchases. one of 
the wounded told police, and were about 
to leaye when the door was opened and

CRACKSMEN LOOT 
MOSES SONS’ STORE 


Handcuff Watchman and Es- 
cape With From $20,000 to 
$30,000 in Booty. 


POLICE HUNT FOR CLEW 


In one of the cleanest executed bur- 
glaries in the city’s crime annals, three 
cracksmen late yesterday afternoon en- 
tered the department store of W. B. 
Moses & Sons, at Eleventh and F 
Streets northwest, handcuffed the 
young negro day watchman to a pillar 
on the seventh floor, ransacked two 
safes of the store's entire cash receipts 
for Saturday and made their escape 
without leaving a single clew. 

While a check-up on the receipts 
had not been made last night, and of- 
ficials of the store declined to make 
public their estimate, it is understood 
that the loot totaled between $20,000 
and $30,000. The thieves discarded all 
but cash, and about $2 in silver was 
found scattered on the floor, 

The robbery was discovered about 
6:30 o’clock yesterday evening when 
the night watchman, Charles A. Chat- 
ham, of 4129 Fourth street northwest, 
in reporting for duty, was unable to 
get any response to his ring for the 
day watchman, Walter Rogers, 29 years 
old, colored, whom he was supposed to 
relieve. 


Finds Watchman Prisoner. 


Chatham, who was supposed to re- 
lieve Rogers at 6 o'clock, first rang the 
bell at the Eleventh street entrance 
to the store at 5:45 o'clock, and it 
first was not uneasy when he received 
no response, thinking Rogers, perhaps, 
was On an upper floor. When 6 o'clock 
arrived, however, and he still was 
unable to get into the store, he tele- 
phoned for several officials cf the 
firm at their homes, but could not 
get into communication with any of 
them. 

Thoroughly convinced vy this time 
that something was amiss’ within, 
Chatham hailed Bicycle Policeman W. 
R. Ellery, of the First Precinct, who 
was passing on Eleventh Street, and 
with. the officer entered a wintiow on 
the Eleventh street side which he 
knew to be unlocked.

SEES SELFISHNESS 
AS BANE OF NATION 


Great Throng Attends Serv- 
ice of Communion; Crusade 
ls Announced. 


That America justifies its existence, 
its wealth and its power only as it 
serves mankind was the declaration 
of the Right Rev. Thomas F. Gatlor. 
Bishop of Tennessee and former pres- 
ident of the national council, at the 
open-air convention service held yes- 
terday afternoon in the amphitheater 
of Washington Cathedral Close. Ten 
thousand pilgrims, despite threatening 
skies, climbed the heights of Mount 
St. Alban to hear Bishop Gallor and 
a number of his fellow ‘bishops and 
clerical and lay deputies to the gen- 
eral convention meeting here. 

“There is too much poverty in this 
republic,” continued the bishop, “and 
crime which js the scum on the sur- 
face o. the social pool saturated with 
the selfishness of people in good 60- 
clety.” The bishop also denounced the 
preventable diseases “due to ignorance 
and carelessness the community per- 
mits to exist in this free country.” 

“I am tired of hearing people talk 
so much about their rights,” exclaimed 
the Bishop “What we want ts a better 
understanding of duty. The church 
must be what Christ is, a definite chal- 
lenge to evil without compromise and 
concession. When the church ts on the 
defensive and not aggressive and when 
preachers and people strive only to 
make her popular, then her work Is 
done 

“The church lives she fights, 
wrong, ignorance, sin, error 1 am 
thankful that the Christian world has 
a sense of responsibility in missions, 
in education, in social service and that 
people are beginning to respond to the 
calls of a wider duty.” 

Cathedral Symbol of God. 


Pointing to the Gothic reaches of 
Washington Cathedral rising on the 
hill beside the amphitheater. Bishop 
Galtlor declared: “That beautiful Cathe- 
dra] rising there. with its trellised

“May Christianity lift this people out 
of the rut of selfishness and ignorance, 
and free us from the bondage of ma- 
terlalism,” he concluded, “a sensual 
riot, insane luxury, and materialism 
which knows not the Holy of Holies.”

Rosendahl’s Overtiae Reply

Naval Air Station, Lakehurst. N. J., 
Oct. 14 (A.P.).—Edward FP. Warner, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy in 
charge of aeronautics, told reporters 
“covering” the expected arrival] of the 
Graf Zeppelin here tonight that al- 
though the mastship Patoka was not 
a rescue ship, and was not intended 
for moorings in the open sea, an air- 
ship like the Graf Zeppelin could be 
attached to its mast. 

“I know of no orders being issued 
to the Patoka in connection with the 
Graf Zeppelin,” he said as more than 
100 reporters herimed around him in 
the press room in the hangar. 

“She ts not a rescue ship. The mast 
on her could be used for mooring the 
Graf Zeppelin, but she is not intended 
for open sea moorings.” 

Secretary Warner sald that several 
Navy ships had been ordered to stand 
by yesterday on request of Commander 
Rosendahl, when a fin on the dirigible 
was broken, but that rosendan! had 
canceled his request almost tmmedi- 
ately. He said that he had heard no 
official reports that the trouble to the 
Zeppelin’s fin had recurred today. 


Doubts Peril to Ship. 


“We have been giving out everything 
received from the Graf Zeppelin,” ie 
sald. “The greatest reassurance 
have that there is no danger is that 
we have heard no more than we have.” 

He said that all he Knew of the Zep- 
pelin’’s position and probable time of 
arrival was gained from the published 
message from Commander Rosendahl 
this afternoon, saying at all was well 
and the ship would reach Lakehurst to- 
morrow afternoon

Rumors of Greater Damage 
Denied by Navy; Ship 
Conserves Fuel.

Bucking 20 to 25 mile winds, the 
German dirigible Graf Zeppelin, hav- 
ing passed over Bermuda last night on 
her flight from Friedrichshafen, Ger- 
many, to Lakehurst, N. J., was pro- 
ceeding at reduced speed toward the 
United States coast. 

A radio communication late iast 
night said the Graf Zeppelin was then 
150 miles wets of Bermuda and head- 
ing for Cape Hatteras, N. C 

In the first direct communication 
to the naval air station at Lakehurst, 
N. J., Lieut. Comdr. Charles E. Rosen- 
dahl, American naval officer aboard 
the ship, wirelessed that the craft proJ- 
ably will “not arrive before afternoon 
Monday.” 

The big airship was first sighted 
over the main islands of Bermuda at 
6:35 p. m., presumably Hamilton local 
time, traveling at a moderate rate of 
speed and at an altitude of 1,500 feet. 
It was visible to watchers on the north 
shore and at the end of the 
island for some minutes. Fog and 
clouds which moved in over ¢t west 
ern end of the island prevented resi- 
dents there from getting a good view 
of the ship

HELD AT MERCY OF GALE 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Paris, Oct. 14.—Interest in the trans- 
atlantic flight of the Graf Zeppelin, 
especially since the huge air-liner ran 
into danger, has been as keen in Paris 
as elsewhere. The evening newspapers 
headline the latest available details of 
the dirigible’s progress. 

The voyage is declared to be a dis- 
appointment, because it has not shown 
progress in the navigation of lighter- 
than-air craft. The fact that the first 
gale the dirigible struck damaged her, 
and that she has had to follow a cir- 
cultous course to make the American 
coast, is said to indicate that dirigible 
navigation is where it has been for sev- 
eral years.

Hugo Eckene@@s faith and First Officer 
Lehmaann’s able navigation, it is 
pointed out that air travel is still a 
long way from being as safe as ocean 
travel in the sailing craft of several 
hundred years ago. Some national envy 
is evident in the commentaries.

Rome, Oct. 14 (U.P.).—A new spirit 
among the rural population of Italy 
which is resulting in greatly increased 
production on farm lands was viewed 
today by Premier Benito Mussolini.

The government's policy henceforth 
will give first place to agriculture, Mus- 
solini said, in forecasting a new era 
for farmers. 

He gave an analysis of the present 
crops, which showed that the Italian 
farmers had faced exceptional hard- 
ships, through excessive rains, followed 
by drouth in the summer, but the har- 
vest will be much larger than last 
year. 

“Since I gave agriculture first place 
in the policy of the government,” he 
said, “a new spirit has arisen from one 
end of Italy to the other, This agri- 
cultural army perfects itself by fighting. 
I am doing everything possible to en- 
hance the well-being of the rufal peo- 
ple. The day of prevalently urban 
government policy has passed. All of 
our cities have been voted sums réach- 
ing into Dillions, not always for necessi- 
ties, but often for embellishments, Now 
it is time to dedicate billions to the 
fields and at the same time to avoid the 
phenomenon of population decadence 
which already has caused anguish in 
many nations.” 

Mussolini described how the Rocky 
Appenines were destitute of trees, which 
caused an atmosphere of aridity and 
nonproductiveness.

London, Oct. 14.-—(A.P.)—Rich and 
powerful Indian Maharajahs, whose 
treasure-houses bulge with jewels and 
whose glittering palaces are often like 
dream buildings in an enchanted land, 
will assemble here tomorrow for diplo- 
matic and political negotiations. The 
meeting is regarded as one of the most 
important Anglo-Indian conferences in 
the history of Britain’s dominion over 
India. 

Out of it all may come a federated 
India, a United States of India, but 
with little likelihood of it being called 
that 


While the Simon Commission, com- 
posed of Englishmen, is in India study- 
ing the problem of Indian self-gov- 
ernment, these picturesque Indian po- 
tentates have come to London to con- 
fer on questions of deep importance 
to the British Empire, the relationship 
of thetr almost independent monarch- 
ies to the paramount power. The Brit- 
ish crown. 


British Status in India. 


Many English, and most other people, 
have scant knowledge of the real re- 
lationg between Great Britain and In- 
dia. They think of King George ruling 
the East with that same benevolency 
he—aided by the government in White- 


hall—seems to exert over the supurbs of | 


London. It is often forgotten that 70,- 
000,000 Indians, equal in number to 
more than half the population of the 
United States of America, and living 
in 700,000 square miles of territory are 
ruled by their own sovereigns. 

These sovereigns are the ruling 
princes, a number of the most prom- 
inent of whom are now in ‘ondon. 
They include the Maharajah of Patiala, 


chancellor of the Chamber of Princes, 


the Nawab of Shopal, the Maharao of 
Cutch and the Maharajah of Kashimir. 

The princes acknowledge King George 
as Suzerain, but neither they nor their 
people are British subjects. The Brit- 
ish Parliament in Westminster can not 
legislate »pfor them. The king’s writ 
does not run in thelr land. 

They rule the “Native states,” as dif- 
ferentiated from “British India,” the 
larger portion of the teeming penin- 
sular country. 

Great personages, these maharajahs, 
always 


learned, talented and able statesmen 
and administrators; often greqgt sporte- 
men, adventurers and travelers, some 
goolt and some bad. 

One dethroned maharajah in partic- 
ular has attracted attention in Amer- 
ica recently, the former Maharajah of 
Indore, who married Nancy Miller, of 
Seattle, Wash. In England experts on 


|Indian affairs will tell you that the 
|romantic former Maharajah of Indore 


played fast and loose with his responsi- 
bilities, thought too much about gay 
parties and dancing girls, and, con- 
sequently, lost his throne as an ordin- 
ary mortal would lose his job. Now, 
instead of being a ruling Indian prince 
he is just a former Maharajah with no 
political power at all. 

The grave problems that have 
brought the seriously-minded Indian 
rulers to London center around the 
government of India, that political 
structure which performs two func- 
tlons, not always compatible with one 
another—it governs British India, and 
it manages diplomatic relations between 
Great Britain and the native states. 


Princes Not Agreed, 


The Simon commission probably will 
give British India more powers of self- 
government, cv recommend them. The 


Indian princes in London are here to 
declare that British India already ex- 
erts too much power over their own 
domains and that their interests are 
subordinated in all manner of govern- 
méntal affairs. 

As to the precise form of remedy 
which will best meet existing difficul- 
ties, the Maharajah of Patiala said the 
Indian princes had not yet arrived at 
complete unanimity. Many of the 
princes believe a solution will lie along 
federal lines. A plan will be placed 
before a special commission which will 
secure the participation of the native 
rulers in all-Indian affaira, but will 
leave both the states and British Indie 
free to pursue their own lines of de- 
velopment in domestic affairs.

Gov. Smith in his speech at Louisville 
boldly tackled this question, and sought 
to demonstrate that the country’s pros- 
perity would not only be safe under his 
administration, but would be enhanced 
by his plan of Democratic tariff policy. 
Unfortunately, certain contradictory 
statements in his speech may tend to 
confuse the country as to his funda- 
mental position, and his proposal to re- 
vise the tariff by piecemeal is sure to 
arouse the apprehension of business and 
labor interests that would be affected by 
unexpected tariff revision. 

In questioning the existence of general 
prosperity Gov. Smith cited agricultural, 
textile and coal depression, an unemploy- 
ment list of 4,000,000 representing 15,- 
000,000 persons in want, and increased 
bank failures, and the driving of ruined 
farmers from their homes at the rate of 
1,000,000 a year. He said he denied that 
high wages in industry are the barometer 
of prosperity, a statement that runs 
counter to the belief of the average man 
who receives high wages.

Smith did not dwell long upon 
his argument that the country is not en- 
joying prosperity. Indeed, he admitted 
that the country was prosperous, but he 
contended that it was the result of the 
war, in which the prosperity of the rest 
of the world vanished, immigration to 
America was restricted, and a huge de- 
mand was created for American goods.

In taking this position Gov. Smith 
risks the opposition of all classes of in- 
dustry and labor affected by the tariff. 
Experience has shown that a threat to 
revise certain schedules is almost ag dis- 
astrous to industry interested in that 
schedule as drastic downward revision 
would be, because it arouses apprehen- 
sion, paralyzes new enterprise, and de- 
stroys banking confidence in the business 
that is affected and which may be irre- 
parably injured by new tariff rates. If 
this piecemeal method of tariff revision 
should be adopted, confusion and doubt 
would run through all the schedules, and 
no business would know when its turn 
would come tor a tariff overhauling. 
The present tariff is admittedly imper- 
fect, but it has at least the merit of rea- 
sonable permanency, and industry knows 
what to expect. Tariff revision should 
alwavs Include all schedules and all com- 
modities within its scope, in order that 
no section or industry shall have an ad- 

rantage over another, and that all shal! 
be entitled to be heard on all matters 
affecting them, whether within or 
side of their particular schedule, 

The average business man, scrutiniz- 
ing Gov. Smith’s speech on this all-impor-

The mystery surrounaing 
during the trial run from 
France to Tunis is thus cleared away. Why 
the captain of the Greek steamer failed to re- 
port the incident until nine days. later, and 
why he sailed away from the scene of disaster 
after only a two-hour search of the waters. is 
not explained. several investigations ure 
under way, but it is not likely that the cause 
of the crash will be established. The Ondine 
sank in a particularly deep spot. She carried 
with her the evidence by which responsibility 
could have been established. 

The name of the Ondine must be added to 
the list of underwater craft that have been 
plunged to destruction in collision with surtace 
craft. In August, the Italian submarine F-14 
sank in the Adriatic in collision with the de- 
stroyer Giuseppe Missori, carrying to death her 
crew of 31. In December, 1927, the American 
5-4 was struck by the destroyer Paulding, with 
a death list of 40. In September, 1925, 33 
were killed in the sinking of the S-51, follow- 
ing a collision with the steamer City of Rome. 
The Japanese submarine 43 was struck by a 
battleship and sunk in March, 192 and in 
January of that year the British submarine 
L-4 was struck and sunk by a battleship. 

It seems incredible that after so many col- 
lisions between submarines and surface vVes- 
sels, each of which resulted in a large casualty 
list, better means should not have been devised 
to guard against such disasters. 

The United States, with the S-4 and S-61l 
disasters fresh in mind, is able to sympathize 
with France in this. tragedy. In it there is 
a stern warning to all maritime nations to 
devise more effective methods of patrolling 
waters frequented by submarines. 
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OIL FROM SHALE. 

Two companies, according to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, have attained success in 
the production of gasoline and crude oil from 
shale in Estonia. The Swedish Brennschiefer- 
Konsortium has erected a factory with a daily 
capacity of 200 tons of shale and the Estlaen- 
dische Steinoe] A. G. has in operation a test 
retort with a daily capacity of 50 tons of shale 
and proposes to erect one with 600-ton capac- 
ity in the near future. Both factories use dis- 
tillation methods based upon the Tunek oven 
system, and their product is said to compare 
favorably with imported gasoline. Already 
automatic filling stations have been erected in 


' Tallinn for the sale of the product. 


The world’s store of crude oil is not inex- 
Some day its end will be reached, 
although that day is far distant. Neverthe- 
less, so dependent are commerce and industry 
upon oil that speculation as to what might 
happen were the supply to be drained is not 
unusual. The answer may be found in the 
Estonian development of a process by which 
oil and gasoline may be obtained in com- 
mercial quantities from shale. The world, 
when its natural oil is finally consumed, will 
turn to other sources of supply. There are 
many basic materials from which liquid fuel 
and satisfactory lubricants may be obtained, 
and the possibilities in gaseous fuels have 
hardly been explored. Estonia has no source 
of natural crude oil supply, hence she has 
been forced to depend upon imported oils and 
gasolines. Now she turns to available raw 
materials for oi] and gas, just as the world, 
when the distant day arrives in which the last 
drop of crude oil is drained from the earth, 


. will turn to other sources of supply. 


TOLL BRIDGES. 


The problem of financing costly highway 
bridges is before the public. Ideal conditions 
of intercommunication throughout the United 
States call for the elimination of every ob- 
struction that does not survive by necessity. 
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The proposed cross continent highway is an 
indication of the public demand that the roads 
shall be free for all parts of the country and 
for all classes of users. But it costs money to 
build bridges. One of the road publications 
points out that the system of charging tolls 
for the use of bridges is not at present so 
much a matter of policy as it is of necessity. 
Bridges can not be financed by small com- 
munities, and the toll system is the only 


recourse until the States are ready to assume | 


the burden. 


The passing, for the most part, of toll roads | 


indicates that the time is coming when toll 
pridges will likewise be abolished. However, 
no rule that would check the growth of needed 
roads, which in many cases involves the build- 
ing of costly bridges, should be adopted by 
Congress without giving careful thought to 
the setting up of a fixed policy tn the face of 
developing conditions. 

Representative Kelly, of Pennsylvania, has 
as the ultimate objective in view that of meas- 
urably free traffic through adoption of policies 
by Congress that would meet the complaints 
of automobilists against bridge charges; but 
Representative Moore, of Virginia, sees the 
matter at a different angle, and advocates un- 
limited bridge construction. It {fs a question 
for Congress to keep its eye on, with a view 
to sane action at the right time, in the interest 
of the public, without interfering with the 
policies of States.

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A DUTY ON FICTION. 


It is a novel proposition:to have the tariff | 


laws invoked to protect the fiction industry. 
An author writing to Senator Johnson, of 
California, urges that a tariff duty be placed 
upon foreign fiction, declares that. “in the 
United States of America are some half mil- 
lion or more writers starving to death because 
they can not market the product of their pens, 
These people are no more than workmen, 
working at their trade of fiction writing. 
They have absolutely no protection against 
the unfair competition of foreign writers.” 
There was a time when the shoe pinched the 
other foot, and American publishers of the 
baser sort waxed fat by pirating foreign copy- 
righted fiction and other books. 

Some interesting allegations are set up by 
the proposer of a prohibitive tariff against 
foreign fiction. He says that the American 
fiction writer gets but % to 5 cents per word 
for his work, netting him upon an average 
of $100 for a short story. He suggests a 
tariff of 2 cents per word upon foreign fiction, 
to keep it out and to foster the American 
industry. 

The fiction writers have, Indeed, been very 
much hurt by the competition of the movie, 
and yet the movie proves to be a profitable 
outlet for other writers whose stories screen 
well. The degradation of fiction to the level 
of potatoes and catsup as a grocery store com- 
modity has done much to starve authors. 
Edgar Allen Poe, as the originator of the 
short story, set in movement @ literary tide 
that in recent years reached the flood, but 
which has been aston on the ebb now for 
some years. 

Just how much “realistic” fiction and the 
habit of scoffing at standards that preserve 
dignity with romance and literary style has 
had to do-with the situation is not disclosed.

Legislators, like some others, 
may be inclined to rate most present-day fic- 
tion as poor stuff not worth protecting.

The sensitiveness in the case of asth- 
ma may not be Imited to one irritant 
substance, and it may be referable to 
bacteria rather than gross pollen. Com- 
plicated causations can not be expected 
to yleld to a single simple remedy. Uni- 
versal efficacy is not, therefore, advo- 
cated for the serum, either in the case 
of asthma or hay fever. The percentage 
that can be benefited is said to be large 
and all persons who are affiicted are 
commended to their pnysicians. or, if 
the home doctor !s not equipped, to a 
specialist, 

Adverse reactions toward certain 
foods, dust, feathers and many other 
substances give to the affections a com- 
plexity that offers no one escape. In 
many cases, however, they are of the 
nature to yleld to a simple serum which 
affords confidence that they may, after 
a time, be generally successfully treated.

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George Washington's Physician. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Upon 
the organization of the Virginia Pro- 
vincial Regiment in 1754, James Craik, 
@ young Scotchman, who had been edu- 
cated as a physician at Edinburgh, and 
who had emigrated to the New World 
in 1750. was appointed surgeon. To 
the command of this regiment subse- 
quently came a young colonial gentle- 
man—George Washington. For three 
years the regiment campaigned against 
the French and Indians, and Surgeon 
Craik suffered with the hardy frontier 
troops, hardship and privation. In the 
meantime there had grown a friend- 
ship between Surgeon Craik and Col. 
Washington that was to flourish 
throughout the lifetime of the first 
President. 

In 1770 Dr. Craik and his friend em- 
barked upon the first of two adven- 
turous trips to the Western wilds to 
survey lands subject to military claims. 
Together they floated down the Ohio 
River in a canoe and rode horseback 
through virgin country, with the bonds 
of their friendship forging inseparably 
tighter. It was but natural that 
Washington should have chosen Dr. 


| Craik to minister to the physical needs 
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of the Continental Army. 
dated April, 1777, Gen. Washington 
tendered to him his choice between the 
positions of “senior physician and sur- 
geon of the hospital with pay of $4 
and 6 rations per day and forage for 
one horse,” and “assistant director gen- 
eral, with pay of $3 and 6 rations per 
day and .2 horses and traveling ex- 
penses found” in the Middle Depart- 
ment. The latter position Dr. Cralk ac- 
cepted. 

Later Surgeon Craik became “Chief 
Physician and Surgeon of the Army.” 
In 1798, when war with France seemed 
inevitable, he was summoned again to 
serve his country, and he set out to 
create a properly .organized’ “medical 
establishment,” an act for the materli- 
alization of which was passed by Con- 
gress in 1799. 

Surgeon General Craik, as he would 
be designated today, was a patriot and 
hero ot the first rank. After his re- 
tirement he moved to Alexandria, where 
he continued his friendship with and 
ministering to the. family of Gen. 
Washington. It was he who closed the 
eyes of the dying Washington. Fifteen 
years later he followed his friend, and 
was buried in the churchyard of the 
old Presbyterian Meeting House, in 
Alexandria, of which he was a member. 
His grave, poorly marked, was lost un- 
til recently, and now it is to be prop-

WIFE HAS FREED HIM 


Reno, Nev., Oct. 14.—(A.P.)—George 
P. Converse, member of a wealthy New 
York family, was free today to marry 


Anita Stewart, motion picture star, to 
whom he said yesterday he was en- 
gaged after Mts. Olivia’ Converse, of 


here. 

But Miss Stewart's status was in- 
cumbered by the California courts 
which granted her an interlocutory de- 
cree of divorce in Los Angles several 
months ago from Rudolph Cameron. 
That decree does not become final un- 
til July 4, 1929, one year from the date 
it was signed. 

Converse, grandson of the late Ed- 
mund Cogswell Converse, organizer of 
the Bankers Trust Co., of New York, 
and a former president of the United 
States Steel Corporation, filed the suit 
for divorce yesterday, but the quick 
cross-complaint from his wife won her 
the decree. 

Miss Stewart was not mentioned in 
the cross-complaint, which alleged that 
Converse spent much of his time in 
Hollywood and that he had been seen 
there in company with another woman. 

The $50,000 Converse home in Santa 
Barbara was given to the wife under 
the terms of an out-of-court agree- 
ment which provides that she will re- 
ceive $600 a month until the income 
of Converse reaches $50,000 a year, 
when the alimony will be increased to 
$750 monthly. 

Since their marriage in 1922, Con- 
verse grew indifferent to household 
bills, the wife alleged, and permitted 
bill collectors to embarrass her. Mrs. 
Converse also worrled because her hus- 
band was an “aviation addict.” she 
said. 

An added cause for grief, the com- 
plaint said, was the manner in which 
he humillated her by pretending to 
go to sleep during a community play 
at Santa Barbara.

Contracts for Many Millions 
Awarded by Nationalist 
Government. 


SUN FO TELLS PLANS 


Shanghai, Oct. 14 (A.P.).—American 
_£ngineers and experts already are taking 

® major part in the reconstruction of 
China and the Nationalist government 
looks to the financiers of the United 
States to provide the funds for the tre- 
mendous program made necessary by 
the years of civil war. 

Sun Fo, a son of Sun Yat Sen, father 
of the republic, outlined today the large 
part which America has already taken 
and hopes which Nationalist China 
rests upon her. Sun Fo, the former 
minister of finance, was named minister 
Of railways at the commMmetion of a recent 
world tour, during which he explored 
the possibilities of procuring foreign 
capital for the reconstruction program 
of the Nationalist government 

Already. he said, contracts involving 
several million dollars in gold have been 
awarded Americans ter this work. Henry 
Murphy, New York architect, has been 
appointed adviser to the Nationalist 
government on the construction of the 
new capital of Nanking, and will have 
charge of the city planning, as well as 
the erection of government buildings 
Murphy has planned severa! missionary 
colleges which have been built in China. 


River to Be Deepened. 


Ernest P. Goodrich, New York en- 
gineer, who has improved harbors and 
rivers in.all parts of the world, has 
contracted to so deepen the Pearl River 
that Canton may be reached direct by 
acean shipping, thus. eradicating tne 
expensive and slow transshipments of 
cargoes at Hong Kong 

Sun Fo further said that an American 
firm has contracted to build a flbdod 
control canal in the Tientsin§ area, 
which it is hoped will free that region 
from the devastating floods which have 
swept it periodically. This alone 
amounts to $5,000,000. 

The canal project is to be carried 
out in conjunction with the New York 
famine committee. The work, whicn 
will be started in December, is ex- 
pected to provide work for 100,000 un- 
employed who have suffered greatly

from famine. 

Another important contract, said the 
minister, had been made with Prof. 
Edwin W. Kemmverer, Princeton econo- 
mist, who has set several South Ameri- 
ean republics on their feet financially 
in recent years, to bring a staff of 
experts to China in‘ January to assist 
the Nationalist government in makine 
reforms of currency, taxes, banking 
and allied subjects. 

United States’ Aid Logleal., 

United States financiers now, accord- 
ing to Sun Fo, “are interested but cau- 
tious,” and are not acting definiteiy 
until the Nationalist government | 
“achieves further stabilization.” He| 
said that the United States is the log- 
ical place to obtain reconstruction | 
finances, upon which everything de- 
pends in China. 

“If we stabilize 
politics, and 


goverment and 
army, foreign 
financial backing will be forthcoming 

as the business men of the United | 
States, as well as those of England, are 
interested in the Chinese problems and | 
are ready to cooperate.” 

With the growing dependence upon 
the United States in this new phase of 
China, the Nationalist government 15S} 
negotiating with the Radio Corporation 
of. America with the expected resu'‘t 
that a station will be erected at Shang- 
hai for direct communication with San | 
Francisco, thus linkinz up with Amer- | 
ican communications. 

The Nationalist government plans a | 
subsidiary wireless system which wouid 
link up the major Chinese cities with 
the projective Shanghai station.

lr experimental work was done 

h rabbits, and the disease they 

worked with was snuffles, This malady 

seems to be due to some three or four 

microbes, working together in mixtures 

, of different proportions. Some of these 

have been accused of being responsible. 

at least in part, for the common cold of 

the humans. 

They were able to immunize rabbits 
against snuffes by having them breathe 
these bacteria and also by 
them. They got results by using bac- 
teria killed with heat and also by using 
live bacteria. They prevented rabbits 
from becoming carriers of snuffies by 
using the same.method of vaccination. 
They proved that bacteria deposited on 
the lining membrane of the upper re- 
Spiratory tract could be absorbed, and 
through that absorption could stimu- 
late the body to protect itself by. the 
formation of protective materia! called 
antibodies. 


This they regarded as suggestive for 
human beings for the following r€asons: 

The average grown person is incapa- 
ble of contracting diphtheria,.at 
from an ordinary, casual contact. 
is proved by the Schick test. It is also 
amatter of common information based 
on large and long experience, The rea- 
son is that as we knock around on the 
journey from the cradle to the grave we 
breathe in diphtheria pacilli from time 
to time. They fall on the membranes 
of the throat, their toxins absorb and 


stimulate the protective powers of the | 
body. In time the average man becomes | 


immune to diphtheria 
having had the disease. 

The second observation which bears 
on the subject of human colds was one 
that, related to certain cases 
larged tonsils and sore throat. It has 
been shown that in some cases strepto- 
cocci which live in the tonsils, protect 
against attacks of sore throat. Certain 
nurses who had certain types of strep- 
tococci in their tonsils were not subject 
to sore throat. After their tonsils were 
removed they had repeated attacks of 
gore throat. 

While this research does not prove 
that vaccination against colds should 
be practiced, it does lay some founda- 
tion for it.

Planning for tt 
should be done in the waking hours 
At bedtime, the mind must, and can 
be taught to relax. 

All very true, you say. But how is 
‘it done? The complete answer to that 
‘would fill a treatise on psychology 
| Yet, there are a few general rules that 
| will serve as a guide for the sufferer 
who is willing to experiment and find 
the way. 

The person who finds difficult 
to capture sleep is usually disturbed 
nervously. A nervous person is apt to 
lean toward the artificial stimulants. 
Coffee, tea, alcohol, too many ciga- 
rettes, they are all the companions of 
sleeplessness, the beauty robber. They 
should be abandoned, and, in thetr 
place, when there comes a sudden de- 
sire for something to eat or drink, 
there should be substituted a glass cf 
milk or water, a raw apple, a glass of 
hot milk at bedtime. 

People with tense or jumby nerves 
are apt to eat hastily. This must be 
corrected. A plain, sensible diet, with 
meals taken leisurely in clean quiet 
surroundings will return certain ben- 
efit. Regular outdoor exercise that af- 
fords some diversion is another im- 
portant item. Golf is exce:lent {t 
diverts the thoughts while exercising 
the muscles. Frequent deep preathing, 
a set of setting-up exercises, night 
and morning, a warm bath at night 
and a cool one in the mornffrig should 
also be a part of the daily program. 

These are the essentials ion the 
conquering of insomnia, and chere are 
also a few minor devices that deserve 
mention. Upon going to bed, try let- 
ting the body become absolutely limp 
close ‘the eyes quietly, and wait for 
sleep to come If it does not come at 
once, keep the mind fixed on sleepy 
things, a breeze in the trees, buzzinz 
of bees, slumber, drowsiness.

Gas Combustion 
In Car Revealed 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 14 (A.P.).— 
The explosion of gas in an automobile 
engine cylinder resembles, at its start. 
the streaks of forked lightning. These 
explosions are visible in a testing en- 
gine under observation in the Aero- 
nautic Engine Research Laboratory, un- 
der the direction of Prof. Charles F. 
Taylor, at Massachusetts Institute of

They are visible through a_ thick 
piece of fused quartz, fixed in a plug 
in the cylinder. First appears the 
bluish light of the spark. then the 
jagged flashes and finally the glow of 
the gas explosion.

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Contend New Accounting Is 
Necessary Before Fare 
Can Be Changed. 


DECISIONS UPHOLDING 
CLAIMS TO BE BARED 


Roberts Says Utility Counsel 
Arguments Support His 
Law Interpretation. 


Determinedly battling against higher 
street car fares, citizen leaders «.: the 
District today hope to compel the 
Capital Traction Street Car Co. to 
“swallow the dose of its own medi- 
cine.” 

That “dose” is a revaluacion of the 
car company’s property before higher 
fares can be granted by the Public 
Utility Commission. 

Court decisions supporting this con- 


tention will be laid befere William W. 
Bride; corporation counsel and generai 
coynsel of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission, by William A. Roberts. vice 
chairman of the public utilities com- 
mittee of the Federation of Citizeus 
Associations. 

Search of court decisions, Roberts 
declared, discloses no case in which 
a court held a contrary vpinion to 
that advanced by the federation lead- 
ery. On the contrary, there have been 
several decisions directly supporting 
the citizens’ contention that new util- 
ity rates must be based upon a vai- 
uation built on current prices 

Furthermore, Roberts contends, the 
argument of the utility lawyers in the 
District courts in the past supports 
the citizens’ interpretation of the law 
Counsel for the Capital Traction Co. 
several years ago objected to the valu- 
ation based upon the company prop- 
erty by the Utilities Commission on 
the ground that the valuation was not 
“current,” and this position was sup- 
ported by the District Court of Ap- 
peals in the decree fixing the vulu- 
ation now in use for the company. 

Old Data to Be Used. 

The Public Utilities Commission, it 
ia contended, can not go behind these 
court decisions, strengthened as they 
are by the District Court of Appeals 
opinion, and must make a new valu- 
etion of the Capital Traction Co. be- 
fore it can fix new rates. 

Neither William McK. Clayton, cnair- 
man of the federation utilities com- 
mittee, nor Roberts, however, contend 
that the commission must discard en- 
tirely all the information gathered in 
its previous valuation of the company 
and begin the time-consuming task 
all over again. All of the information 
now available from the old valuation, 
fixed as of June, 1925, can be used in 
the new valuation proceedings, they 
say. The task of the commission sim- 
ply would be to ascertain the current 
value of the properties already known 
and accepted as being used in the 
public service. 

Although their principal aim et this 
time is not a reduction of the present 
valuation figures of approximately $26,- 
000,000, the citizen leaders are confi- 
dent that a new valuation would have 
that result. They point out that the 
1925 valuation was based upon costs at 
a4 period when prices generally were the 
wighest on record, and since that time 
there has been a material general price 
decline. 

What the utilities commission will do 
about car fares at the meeting which 
ras been called for today is prcblemati- 
cal. However, Chairman John’ W. 
Childress is known to be absolutely op- 
posed to revaluation of the Capital 
Traction Co. He has called Roberts 
contention that the law compels a new 
valuation ‘preposterous ” 

Would Take Six Months, 


Col. William B. Ladue, Engineer Cam- 
mjssioner and member of the utilities 
commission, is believed to favor @ cur- 
rent valuation, agreeing that the valu~ 
ation now in use is not binding on the 
commission as the determining factor 
in itg decision on the higher fare peti- 
‘tion now pending. He is also under- 
stood to feel that the valuation js more 
than three years old and it might be 
properly thought to be out of date. 

A new valuation, it has been esti- 
mated, could be completed in approxi- 
mately six months. 

Col. Harrison Brand, third member 
of the commission, apparently holds 
the balance of power. Just what po- 
sition he will take no one seems to 
know, It has been indicated that his 
attitude will be determined by a legal 
decision as to whether the commission 
is “compelled’”” to make a new valua- 
tion. Entering into his decision, too, 
is the thought that should the pend- 
ing merger agreement go through 4 
general revaluation of the properties 
of both the car companies will be 
necessary. 

Although principal stress has bees 
laid on the question of the 'aw gov- 
erning revaluation, the Utilities Com- 
mission can turn down th? increased 
car fare plea on several other grounds, 
even if it decides that it will not make 
a new valuation. | 

Whatever decision is made, the case 
seem certain to be taken into the 
courts, either by the company or by 
the federation leaders and People’s 
Counsel Ralph B. Fleharty.

Duquesne, Largest Vessel 
to Visit Capital, is 
Treaty Craft. 


Payl Claydel, French Ambassador, 
expect: to arrive in Washington Thurs- 
day abo rd the French cruiser Du- 
quesne, the largest vesse] that has ever 
visited this city, according to informa- 
tion received at the Navy Department 
yesterday from the French Embassy. 
The ship will we moored to the navy 
yard wharf during its visit of six days. 
The Duquesne, which has just conveyed 
Ambassador Claudel from France to the 
Island of Guadeloupe, French. posses- 
sion in the West Indies, recently visited 
by a severe hurricane, is the latest de- 
sign of French 10,000-ton treaty cruiser, 

It is 623 feet long, has a draft of 23 
feet and its armament consists of eight 
8-inch guns in turrets, a secondary 
battery of eight 3-inch and smaller 
guns, also six torpedo tubes. It has a 
crew of 30 officers and 592 men. 


The ship was bullt at Brest and 
launched in 1925, being completed in 
January, 1928. It ts a quadruple-acrew, 
Rateau-turbined ship developing 130,- 
000-horsepower and at recent trials was 
claimed to have a maximum and record 
speed for its class of 35.32 knots. Nevy 
Department officials expressed belief 
that it will be the first French man-of- 
war to come to the Capital.

95 per cent of the stations of the coun- 
try will be affected one way or another 
by the big radio shake-up scheduled 
to go into effect November 11, at which 
time the radio facilities will be equally 
divided among the five zones of the 
Ynited States in accordance with the 
Davis amendment to the radio act. 
Officially, this upheaval is not down 
for discussion on the broadcasters’ pro- 
gram inasmuch as in the cases where 
there is serious dissatisfaction the dif- 
ferences will be thrashed out in public 
hearings yet to come—and maybe end 
in court proceedings---but under the 


surface the reallocation of waves power 
and time is the paramount topic of in-~- 
terest. And doubtless the already over- 
burdened radio commissioners wii! 
heave a large sigh of relief when the 
visitors have again returned home. 


Officers are to Attend. 


Nevertheless the members of the Ra- 
dio Commission, headed by Judge Ira 
E. Robinson, will attend today’s meet- 
ing. Also officials of the Radio Division 
of the Department of Commerce, in 
cluding W. D. Ferrell, chief Radio Sup- 
ervisor. 

The first scheduled speaker to be 
heard-will be J. K. Clapp, of the Gen- 
eral Redio Co., of Cambridge, Mass., 
who will discuss frequency control, a 
subject uppermost in the broadcast- 
ers’ minds at the present time inas- 
much as the ge pg ad of almost every 
radio station will be changed within 
the next thirty days. 

Bond P. Geddes, Executive Vice- 

President of the Radio Manufacturers’ 
Association, a former Washington cor- 
respondent, will give a talk on the rela- 
tions between the broadcasters and the 
manufacturers. J. E. Morgan of the Na- 
tional Education Association, of Wash- 
ington, wil) te]] something of the part 
radio is to play in education. 
An old-time controversy will be re- 
vived tomorrow when Leon Levy of 
Station WCAU, Philadelphia, and Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the Columbia 
Broadcasting chain, will take up the 
matter of copyrights. This will have to 
do with the payment for the privilege 
of broadcasting copyrighted music. 


Copyright Fees Come High. 


It appears there has been growing 
dissatisfaction in this connection as 
was reflected hy a broadcaster who re- 
marked yesterday that he was paying 
more for copyright fees than he was 
for broadcasting power. 

Where broadcasters are operating at 
® loss, as many declare they are, they 
would naturally like to have the fees 
lower than they are. 

Bills have been introduced n Con- 
gress from time to time in an effo't 
to fix the license fee for ihe hbroaqu- 
casting of this copyrighted music, but 
have never gotten anywhere. 

“As a Matter of routine, we rather 
expect a bill to be introduced in Con- 
gress next session,” said a represent- 
ative of the American Society of Com- 
osers yesterday, discussing the rals- 
ng of the copyright question by the 
broadcasters’, “‘the sponsors of which 
desire to deprive copyright owners cf 
their right to charge license fees in 
respect to the public performance for 
profit of their copyrighted ‘vorks. 

‘However, such bills have been ina- 
trodyced’ regularly for several years 
and with similar regularity have come 
to no result.’ ’ 

“It {6 my firm opinion that Con- 
gress will-mever deprive copyright own- 
ers of their just and fair rights either 
in behait of the broadcasters as a class 
or any other type of industry which 
is s® dependent upon music for its 
successful operation.”

700 Students to Take Seats 
in Georgetown Edifice 
This Morning. 


The legislative committee of the 
Board of Education, of which Her / 
Gilligan is chairman, next Monday will 
begin consideration of plans for a new 
five-year school building program. The 
proposed bill will be submitted to Con- 
gress as soon as that body meets in 
December. 

Approximately 700 seventh and 
eighth grade students attending schools 
in the Georgetown area of the first 
division this mo?Pning will move into 
the new Gordon Junior High School 
at Thirty-fourth street and Wisconsin 
avenue northwest. The opening of 
this building is expected to relieve 
much of the congestion prevalent in 
the higher grades in this division. 


Old School Abandoned. 


With opening of the new junior high 
schoo], officials will be enabled to 
abandon the Threlkeld Graded School, 
built in 1868. Abandonment of this 
building was first recommended more 
than fifteen years ago. 

In drafting plans for the new five- 
year program officials will pay par- 
ticular attention to the questions of 
abandonment of schools considered ob- 
solete, advisab‘lity of enlarging the 
capacity of certain schools of late con- 
struction from eight to sixteens rooms, 
and advisability of establishing special 
schools for crippled children. 

Many items proposed in the present 
five-year program will be included in 
the new measure. This is made neces- 
sary, Officials pointed out, because of 
the fact that only 57 per cent of the 
first five-year program materialized.

IN DIVISIONS 2-3 


Overcrowdedness Now Put at 
Minimum as Result / 
of Building. 


NORMAL THIRD AREA 
IS SEEN IN 18 MONTHS 


Only Few Wood Portables 
Now Remain in North- 
west District. — |

This is the second of a Series of 
articles dealing with conditions in the 
city’s public schools. The article toe 
day deals with conditions in the seee 
ond and third divisions in the Northe- 
west section, collectively the most 
populous of the school divisions. An- 
other article will appear tomorrow.

Present conditions and future pros- 
pects for adequate educational facil- 
ities in the second and third school 
divisions furnish two of the few bright 
spots in Washington’s public school 
system, a survey shows. 

Despite the general overcrowdedness 
and establishment of part-time classes 
throughout the school system, these 
ills have been reduced to a minimum 
in the second and third divisions. With 
the passing of another eighteen months, 
Officials believe facilities in these di- 
visions will be entirely adequate, es- 
pecially with respect to the third di- 
vision, one of the largest in the sys- 
tem in point of school population. 

The new 24-room Adams school on 
Nineteenth street just south of Colum- 
bia road northwest, is expected to care 
for any growth in school population 
that may occur in the second division 
during the next few years, officials as- 
sert. It also will permit the abandon- 
ment of the 8-room Morgan schoo! at 
Champlain and California streets as an 
elementary school for white pupils and 
its future use as a colored school. 


Thir Division Nearly Normal. 


Schools in the third division, once 
the most congested of any jn the entire 
system, now are reaching a point al- 
most norma] as a result of the build- 
ing activities in this division during 
the last two years. 

Five years ago, flimsy wooden port- 
ables dotted the entire division, which 
cares for the educational] needs of chil- 
dren living in Brightwood, Takoma 
Park, Sixteenth Street Heights, ‘Saul’s 
Addition, Woodburn and Petworth 
communities. Only a few of these so- 
called excuses for schools now remain, 
and in their places have been erected 
schools of the most modern type. 

Although congestion in this area has 
not been removed entirely and many 
buildings considered of the obsolete 
type have not been abandoned, officials 
believe this division one of the few 
which received a “good break” under 
the first five-year building program. 


Construction Is Pushed, 


The sixteen-room Barnard Elemen- 
tary School at Fifth and Decatur 
Streets northwest, the twelve-room 
Truesdell School in Brightwood Park, 
the eight-room Whittier School] at 
Fifth and Sheridan streets, the sixteen- 
room school school at Thirteenth and 
Montague streets. the twelve-room 
Macfarland and. twelve-room Bright- 
wood Junior High Schools. all in use, 
have relieved conditions once described 
as “‘medteval’’ in this division. 

School officials are striving to put 
through construction of additionzl 
schools in this division, and among 
those expected to be completed within 
eighteen months are two eight-room 
buildings, one at Fourteenth and Ogden 
Streets northwest, and the other at 
Tenth and Spring road northwest. Con- 
gress has appropriated $185,000 each 
for these structures and it is hoped 
that they will be completed by the 
beginning of the February term 1930. 

With the rapid development of the 
Woodburn community, officials will 
urge Congress to furnish appropriations 
for the construction of a four-room 
building to relieve congestion in the 
Woodburn School, which has stood for 
many years. A building for this sec- 
tion was contemplated in the origina! 
five-year program, but, like in many 
other instances, no appropriation was 
given. 

Plan 


to Enlarge Truesdell. 


It is also planned to add four roome 
to the Truesdell School of twelve rooms. 
Two classes are now being held in the 
basement and officials hope to have the 
addition completed within the 
two years. 


Plans for the erection of two eight- 
room schools, one at Alaska avenue and 
Holly street, and the other on the site 
of the Bancroft School, have failed to 
materialize, Two portables are in use 
on’ the land at Fourteenth street and 
Kalmia road to care for congestion in 
this area. 

Members of the school board are 
most anxious to have the proposed 
Paul Junior High School, north of 
Shepherd road. near Peabody street 
northwest, completed. It is hoped that 
this building will be ready for occu- 
pancy within the next eighteen months. 
With the transfer of many of thes 
classes of seventh and eighth grade stu- 
dents to this school, officials are of 
the belief that congestion in the third 
division will be but a memory.
